T he m ost sa tisfa c tory m ethod to color 
E a ste r eggs is to use special egg dyes 
obtainable in m ost g rocery stores. 
Follow th e directions on th e package 
for good results. T hese are h arm less 
v egetable dyes. F a irly good colors 
m ay be obtained by using beet juice, 
spinach juice, hot strong te a or coffee, 
or by rubbing the hot eggs w ith g rated 
orange or lem on rind. W hite shelled 
eggs tak e colors b e tte r th an brow n, 
and hot eggs b e tte r th an cold. Colored 
eggs are good for m aking egg salad, 
stuffed or cream ed eggs w hen E a ste r 
is ov er. 


Hard-co o ked Eg g s 
C ov er eggs w ith lukew arm w a te r and 
b ring gradually to a boil. W hen th e 
w a te r boils, reduce the flam e and sim ­ 
m er for 15 to 20 m inutes. P lunge a t 
once into cold w a te r so th a t the shells 
will slip off easily. T his m ethod helps 
prev ent cracked shells. Color w hile 
still hot. 
E a ste r b re a k fa st is usually a fe s­ 
tiv e occasion. A ccording to an old 
F rench legend, the sun is believ ed to 
dance on E a ste r m orning. B acon and 
eggs or ham and eggs are traditional 
and often the hot cross buns typical 
of Good F riday are also serv ed.

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AN ECONOMIC CRIME 
The annual per capita fire loss in the United 
States is $3.00. The average loss in three major 
European countries is only 60 cents. 
That astonishing difference is principally the 
result of a single cause: 
the difference in a t­ 
titude of mind toward fire between the Ameri­ 
can and the European. 
In America it is considered a misfortune to 
have a fire—in Europe it is a crime, and if a 
third party’s property is damaged the person 
whose negligence was responsible is apt to be ar­ 
rested and held liable. 
One need not advocate that European legisla­ 
tion of this nature be adopted in this country. 
But it would be an excellent thing for all of us 
if the European attitude of mind toward fire was 
more prevalent. 
Every fire destroys irreplace­ 
able natural resources—and all the insurance 
money in the world can t bring them back, it 
can simply pay for part of the damage. 
A heavy percentage of the fires is directly re­ 
sponsible for increased taxes—inasmuch as when 
taxpaying property is destroyed the share of the 
cost of goovernment it paid must be levied 
against other property. By the same token, fire 
destroys jobs, investment opportunities, and de­ 
prives families of their livelihood. 
We all regard arson fires as social crimes—but 
every fire which is preventable, is an economic 
crime. 
That is worth remembering now, when 
every resource, every effort should be bent to­ 
ward using the full of our national assets in 
bringing recovery.
